THE CAPITA!, 


The following remarkable article is 


from the Pioneer Press. It is remarka- 
ble for its boldness in assailing the 
Bismarck proposition for the1 capital, 
and for its advocating the claims of 
a locality more inaccessible to north 
Dakota even than Yankton is to south 
.Dakota, apparently in tLe interest of 
the Manitoba road. It is remarkable 
for its concession as to the brilliancy 
of the Bismarck bid and for its conces- 
sion that if the capital is^loeated at Bis- 
marck it will result in bringing in other 
lines of railroad and in building up a 
commercial and political center so im- 
portant that division will not only be Un- 
desirable but impossible. 


In neply it is only necessary to say 


that the bid for the location of the capi- 
tal was passed by a Dakota legislature 
in the interest of Dakota, and it was in- 
tended abd expected that the capital 
would be located* where it would best 
accommodate both the north and south— 
not in the center of either—but at a cen- 
tral point in Dakota, accessible, or 
likely to become so at a very early day, 
to the people of both sections alike. 


We have had too much of this talk of 


the interest of one section as opposed to 
the interest of the other. We are all 
Dakotains and ought to join in laboring 
for Dakota—not for Yankton county—not 
for Minnehaha, Cass or Burleigh, but 
for Dakota, and until that broad stand is 
taken the interests of Dakota will suffer 
from internal strife. The TBIBUNE would 
be glad, as one interested in Bismarck, 
to see the capital located in this city, but 
whether Pierre or Ordway, Huron or 
Aberdeen, Redfield, Steele, Odessa or 
Bismarck is chosen it will be all the same 
to us as a citizen of Dakota. It was 
right that the* capital should be re- 
moved from Yankton. There was noth- 
ing in. the location of the place, the char- 
acter of its people or its disposition to- 
ward other portions of the territory to 
justify its longer1 retention as the capital 
city. 


The article from, the Pioneer Press is 


as follows: 


The Dakota capital commission has had an- 


other B3ssion at Canton, and has retired to St. 
Paul for deliberation. This seems to be a good 
time for deliberation. The commission baa re- 
ceived all the bids offered by ambition* towns; 
has listened to all the arguments offered by 
their eloquent representatives; has personally 
inspected all the southern Dakota candidates, 
and will visit North Dakota this week. After 
that, nothing seems left for it to do bat to reach 
and announce its decision. There is naturally 
a good deal of gossip about this decision, which 
has been give»» North Dakota tendency by the 
bold and liberal offer made at Canton, Tuesday, 
in behalf of Bismarck. The misimnm bonus 
required by the capital commission law is $100,- 
000.in money or bonds-and 169acres of land for 
a site. Few cities have thought it worth while 
to bid much ^bove this amount, aa the commis- 
sioners have frequently announced that consid- 
erations of geographical fitness and public pol- 
icy would be mure powerful than that of mere 
money in determining the final location. But 
the magnificent offer of Bismarck of 320 acres 
of land, which may be sold for $100,000 in 
money, in addition to the $100,000 m cash" re- 
quired by the law may dazzle the imagination 
of the commissioners and outweigh considera- 
tions of fitness. For this reason, it is well that 
•the commission should give itself time for cool 
and careful deliberation before seeking to reach 
a decision. The Pioneer Press, as an»outsider, 
has neither interest nor concern in the local 
considerations and village rivalries whiol} have 
been so far 
the 
most 
conspicuous fea- 


ture in the contest fo* trw^c^pital location. It 
makes very little difference jto persons living 
outside of the territory whither the capital ia 
located in North or South Dakota; ( whether the 
property of thin or that real estate syndicate ia 
boomed by the propinquity of the state house; 
whether one railroad or another ia advertised 
by the location of the capital npon ita line. 
With by far the greater part of the diacnFsion 
and argument npon the question of the location 
of the capital of Dakota, the people of the coun- 
try at large have nothing to do. But, with the 
change apparently made in the prospect by the 
appearance of the new North Dakota bids, this 
question begins to touch closely another ques- 
tion in which the people of the whole country 
are interested, and tint U the division of the 
territory of Dakota, and rts ultimate admission 
as two states. 


From every point \ pf view, thu divisio i is 


desirable, and it ia not Decenary to recapitulate 
here the arguments from the size of the terri- 
tory, its future population, the diversity of inter* 
esta and feeling that exists between ita widely- 
separated parts. What ia important to consider 
hare is the influence Which the location of the 
capital will have npon this important question 
of division. Of course it in important that the 
capital should be located, once for all. And if 
division ia contemplated, this means that it 
should be located at a point aa convenient as 
possible to one or the other of the halves of the 
divided territory. If an attempt be made to 
establish the capitaTnaar the center of the whole 
territory, it will find itself on the extreme 
edge of one of 
the future states. 
The 


establishment of the capital at 
such a 


point, besides, by creating a railroad and 
commercial center and a common interest tor 
both North and South Dakota, will tend to ob- 
literate the natural and commercial distinctions 
between the two sections, and make their future 
separation seem less natural and easy. It baa 
been MPMHHMJ npon good grounds that the 
future division wonld be npon the forty-sixth 
parallel of la itude, only about sixty miles 
•outh of the North Pacific. The establishment 
of the capital at any point on this line, 
especially at a railroad center, wonld be a seri- 
ous obstacle to the division of the territory, and 
a serious incorsT'anience after the division was 
roacie. Location at Bismarck, for example, 
would bring railroads from the south and from 
the Black HiUs, and wipe out the natural line of 
demarcation which nowjmakss .division so easy. 
This seems a fatal objection to the location at 
Bismarck or at apy point on the North Pacific. 
Broadly* with m view to future division, the 
capital should go north of the North Pacific, or 
rionth of the Hantings & Dakota; The first 


location would involve considerable temporary 
^convenience. The last seemed most lilkely to 
be adopted, before the commission's notions 
were confused by this splendid temptation from 
Bismarck. 
If the commissioners an> clear- 


headed and £ar seeing, however, they will resist 
this half-million alurement, and establish the 
capital at some point in the James river or 
MiMcuri valley, Central to the future state of 
South Dakota, and-leave the northern aeotion to 
provide ittelf with » capital when the time1 


cornea.

THE mVIBlOX OF DAKOTA. 
The last opportunity to secure the di- 


vision of Dakota, in the opinion of the 
TBIBTJNE, was presented during the win- 
ter of 1881 and 1882. North Dakota held 
a convention at Fargo and sent a delega- 
tion of citizens from every county to 
Washington to bring about that result. 
This delegation acted almost as one man. 
They met every morning and evening for 
consultation, and presented every feature 
of the case in the best possible light to 
the congressional committees and to in- 
dividual members, and convinced many 
acting with the democrats thai it was a 
measure of justice. Others supported it 
because by doing so they could, please or 
benefit some friend interested in Dakota, 
and still others because they believed 
that to divide Dakota would delay ad- 
mission and thus continue for a season 
political advantage to democrats. South 
Dakota, however, sent a delegation to 
Washington which advocated the imme- 
diate admission of South Dakota, and 
succeeded in placing their bill in advance 
of the division bill The warmest friends 
of division plead with them to join in se- 
curing division first, and told them that 
it was too much to expect a democratic 
congress to admit one republican state 
and lay the foundation for another, but 
they saw it otherwise and antagonized 
and killed the division bill in the inter- 
est of their admission scheme, which 


shrewd politician knew must fail, 


he meantime Dakota increased iu 


>pnlation at an enormous rate, and it 


became apparent to every^keen observer 
that its population was not only sufficient 
to justify the admission of the southern, 
but of the northern section, also, and that 
division meant two republican states— 
two northwestern states—and the demo- 
crats and the N0w England representa- 
tives resolved that it should not be 
accomplished. 
The night before the 


question 
was to come up at the 


last session, the democrats, led by 
Randall, held a caucus, and it was 
resolved to oppose 'division on party 
grounds, and when the question came 
before the house they were solid against 
it, and division was defeated, and it is 
the opinion of those in position to know 
best that it never can be accomplished, 
no matter how much the people of both 
sections of Dakota may desire it. 


The principal arguments for division 


have fallen to the ground: with the exten- 
sion of railroads and the settlement of 
central Dakota, and if the capital of 
Dakota should be located at Aberdeen, 
Huron or Ordway, no man in either see- 
tion can advance a single reason for di- 
vision that will bear consideration.

DEATH AND DESTRUCTION. 


CYCLONES AND FLOODS DO THEIR 


DEADLY WORK. 


Black Hills Cities Swept Away—The 


Horrors ot the Wisconsin Cy- 


cloiie—Scenes of Death 


and Destruction. 


MILWAUKEE, May 19.—The lateatretnrns from 


Baoine place the lint of killed and wounded at 
twenty-five people. The wires are stall down 
and partionlan are received' with the utmost 
difficulty. The latest accounts are that two 
great" clouds met near Baoine and the cyclone 
w«a the outgrowth. Thoy met a short distance 
west of Western Union Junction, coming to- 
gether with a^-report like the discharge of a 
heavy piece or ordnance, and for a second both 
remained station^ jy, then they began to whirl 
about, assuming the shape of a wheel about a 
quarter of a mile ia diameter, and started in a 
northerly direction, gradually descending to the 
earth and assuming the form of an inverted 
cone. The velocity increased as it came toward 
the city and its base descended at the Junction 
with such force that it lifted the chimney 
from the large 
house jnst to the south 


of the depot. On it came with a terrific 
velocity, and with a noise like that of 
escaping steam, traveling along what is known 
as the Rapids roJftl, demolishing everything 
in its track until it reached a feed factory half 
a mile west of the northwestern depot. Here it 
caught the large brick chimney, eighty feet in 
height, raised it from its foundation and dashed 
it down a shapeless mass of nuns. It then 
caught thu two-story frame house of Joseph 
Thome, lifted the roof off it and carried the 
bingles and rafters round and round in a terri- 
ble circle, throwing them out in every direction. 
Thus far the cyclone had been traveling over an 
open prairie but at this poutU)uite a settlement 
was reached and in an instant the atmosphere 
was filled with flying timbers, trees and house- 
hold furniture. The t -tKstory residence of Mr.' 
Stripbler was next in the track. It was re- 
duced to a mass of kindling wood and the mem- 
bers of the family. Mr. and Mrs. Striphler and 
three children we e injured; Mr. Striphler hav- 
ing his leg broken and a daughter, a girl of 
eighteen, her arm anri fingers broken and the 
wife being severely cut about the head while 
the other two children were less severely in- 
jured. Areglehart's house was destroyed but 
none of the family were injured. It was a one 
story frame. The roof of Mr. Johnston's bouse 
was torn off and a large oak tree two feet in 
diameter at the base was torn up by the roots 
and sent crashing across the farm. By a miracle 
none of the family were injured. The whirling 
mass then demolished a barn and after which

little girl of nine yean of age has been 
missing ever since although diligent search has 
been made for her all over the neighborhood. It 
is not known whether she was at home at the 
time the house was struck or not. Nearly every 
bouse in the neighborhood of the feed factory 
was destroyed—utterly wrecked. The fences, 
trees and everything above ground from this 
point nntiTthe suburb of the city known as "Ca- 
nada" waa reached, and it was at this point 
where the real work of destruction began. The 
cyclone, a vast inverted cone quarter of a mile 
in width, and with its point lout in dark clouds 
of the overcast sky at this point had gained a 
velocity that is incredible to think of and came 
rushing »n with a npipe that attracted the atten- 
tention of dwellers in the extreme southern por- 
tion of the City, two or three miles distant. The 
cyclone struck "Canada" on the very outskirts 
between High and Hager streets, and cut through 
to the lake a strip about a quarter of a mile 
wide. Two storey brick houses were lifted from 
tkeir foundations in some places and turned 
nearly rodnd and set down again a shapele-s 
mass of ruins, with only a door sill of window 
frame to mark the angle at which they stood 
Some of the foundations are s.vept cUar 01 
everything and the floor being all that remains, 
while not a stick of timber remains in the vi- 
cinity to mark the wreck. One man caught his 
child in his arms and ran into the street and 
lay down in the gutter and in an instant a sec- 
tion of sidewalk was torn up and covered them 
over. A stranger was found dead in the road 
and by bis side a cow was dying. A oh\ld was 
blown some forty loda into au sdjoimng yard 
and when found was a shapeless mass of flesh. 
Paul Knbl was als > killed. He was between the 
foundation and sill of his bouse, Angnat Knhl 
was taken out alive but died. Herman Knbl 
was badly injured; his arm was broken and he 
was internally injured.

Yankton Herald of recent date : 


The opening of the bids for the capital 


location by the "nine most honorable" at 
Canton, Tuesday^ has set a good many 
heretofore mistaken people to thinking, 
and produced more or less surprise 
among confiding citizens of South Da- 
kota. By far the most liberal bids were 
found to come from points in North 
Dakota—Bismarck 
and 
Odessa—and 


they were in more acceptable form, and 
to all appearance had a more solid back- 
ing than the bids from the aspiring towns 
south of the 46th parallel. The $200,000 
cash bid of Odessa, jg addition to the 
160 acres, was accompanied with a check 
for the full amount, and along with the 
bid of Bismarck for 320 acres of land 
and $100,000 in cash, was a guarantee 
that 160 acres of the land would sell for 
$300,000, or in other words, parties stood 
pledged to pay that amount for it pro- 
viding the capital was located at that 
point. 
This is undoubtedly the best bid 


made, though the proposition of Odessa" 
appears the most tangible on its face. 
But we do nbt believe the commissioners 
will finally declare for Odessa. It is 
well known that this is a mythical town 
on the north shore of Devil's Lake, not 
far from the British possessions, and is 
owned by a syndicate of speculators, in- 
cluding Walsh, LaMoure, McKenzie, 
Towner 
and 
others, 
and 
that 


thus far it has been a losing venture to 
them. Under the manipulations of Alex 
McKenzie the commission will doubtless 
aid the syndicate "in unloading at that 
point, and when this is accomplished 
Bismarck wiB be given attention as a 
capital loeatlipn. Whether Bismarck will 
finally be decided upon as the site is a 
question! which cannot now be answered. 
Mr. McKenzie, who, with Ordway, was 
the originator of the scheme and is the 
principal spoke in the capital commission 
wheel, is said to be the largest individual 
property owner hi the place and he may 
employ his tactics and use the commis- 
sion to unload these possessions, after 
which be may allow the cap.tal to be lo- 
cated, at some other point more central 
; nd accessible. But the chances are that 
Bismarck will finally be named by the 
commissioners as the capital and the 
property owners will make all they can 
out of it during the brief time that the 
courts or the people permit it to remain 
at that place. In the meantime we trust 


coloring, and without giving the matter 
the least thought a large portion of the 
press of southern Dakota, adopting the 
suggestion of evil, commented accord- 
ingly, and haa abused the capital com- 
mission and those friendly to it almost 
incessantly ever since. Almost the entire

Being Built by the Xorth Paeiflc al" 


the Landing. 


. & work of more than usual importance and 
an institution of extraordinary size i» being 
constructed at the new landing by the North 
Pacific. "Work was commenced on the ware- 
house May 1st 1 st, and forty men ander the 
skillful charge of T. B. Gi^ham have been at 
work on the structure until now it is about 
ready for the painters.

A FearfU Storm on .Lake Michigan— 


A Somber of Vessels Lost. 


atawiUKEB, May 21.—The gale on lake Mich- 


igan latt night was the most terrific known in 
years and it is feared there has been great losa 
of life and property. The harbor is full of 
storm-bonud vessels, several of them flying sig- 
nals of distress. The water is so rough that it 
is next to impossible to render assistance. The 
Lillle £. tbat went ashore last night is in a bad 
condition and will suffer a. loss of $7.000. She 
is pounding badly to-day. At 6.30 o'clock this 
morning the schooner Petrel, wood ladened, 
from Pine Lake, appeared in the harbor flying 
a signal of distress. It was expected that she 
wo old go dowx at any moment and the crew 
left the vessel, leaving only the captain. While 
getting to the shore the yawl containing the men 
was capsized and three men drowned. Their 
names cannot be obtained. A tug went to the 
assistance of the captain and got him ashore and 
a few minutes after the Petrel^was gotten to the 
beach and run ashore in B badly water logged 
condition. The Sailor Boyjis ashore jiear Ba>- 
view loaded with wood anil is a total wreck. 
Her crew of seven men were rescued with great 
difficulty. News has just reached town that the 
schooner Maggie Dall was dismantled off Mani- 
t->us Saturday night. She was picked up by a 
steam barge but broke loose last night near Port 
Washington and is ashore and helpless.

Citizens began m'biog to 
the scene and were met by employees of the 
yard who corroborated the i rumor, and in 
breathless fright said it 
was terrible.

less mass of ruins, pieces of iron, belting bolts 
and brick in every direction. Where the engine 
bad stood bnt a few momenta before was now a 
mass of broken timbers, and iron doubled into

Bev. Dr. Wechsier has lately returned from 


the colony of Russian Hebrew refugees estab- 
lished abont a year ago at Painted Woods, above 
Bismarck, on the Missouri river. Ten families 
first settled there and engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, and the colony has sinee doubled, 
nine'y-nine persons being new located there. 
The site was chosen by Julius Austrian of St. 
Paul, and is paiticnlarly favorable. 
Each 


farmer has pre-empted 160 acres of government 
land. Last fall Dr. Wechsier took cattle, im- 
plement* and seeds that were needed, and tbe 
colony passed through the cold weather admir- 
ably, refusiog the proffered aid of the commia- 
siosers of B-irleigh county. 
Land has been 


broken and houses built and occupied. 
Wh at 


and p'>tatoe< have been planted in goodly quan- 
Jities, and if the i-eason is mediately favorable 
the twenty families will became at once self- 
sustaining. In recognition of his services the 
refugees have decided to call the place Wecbs- 
ler's Colony, and the doctor is hopeful of secur- 
ing for them sufficient machinery this year to 
enable them to tarveat l,t)00 tons of hay, in ad- 
dition to fond supplies 'The success of the 
colony is regarded as especially gratifying in 
that it points ont a w*y to provide for hun- 
dr»ds of refugees nnw being supported by char- 
ity in the cities.—Pioneer Press.
